The application has been amended as follows: 
In the claims: 
Canceled claims 1-5 

Claim 6, line 3, inserted -single-- before "cable tie" 
line 8, inserted -single-- before "cable tie" 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the added 
limitations of providing a single cable tie and assembling the single cable tie with the 
cable encircling member such that the cable tie strap overlies the outer surface of the 
cable encircling member along with forming the cable encircling member from a 
flattened state into a spiral coil interiorly of the cable tie is not obvious in view of Fennell 
and Farrell. 

Fennell discloses the method steps of attaching part of the encircling member (5) 
to the cable (21) with a cable tie (15) and then spirally winding and securing the other 
portion of the encircling member about the cables (21 , figure 4). Farrell discloses the 
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method steps of placing the cables within the already spirally wound encircling member 
(18) and then securing the cables by wrapping a tie (36) about the already wound 
encircling member. 

The rejection of record modified Fennel with Farrell. In this modification there 
would be the method step of providing a first cable tie (15 in Fennell) and a second 
cable tie (36 in Farrell). The added method limitations of providing a single cable tie 
and assembling a single cable tie along with forming the cable encircling member from 
a flattened state into a spiral coil are not rendered obvious by the rejection based on 
Fennell in view of Farrell. The Fennell in view of Farrell method would be providing two 
cable ties and not a single cable tie as now required by claim 6.
